In other cases, programs are develop- 
ed at universities or under government 
grants where sale is prohibited. 

Another class of programs called Free- 
ware is released to the public for limited 
use. Along with the program is a request 
for contributions if you like the program. 

It's totally up to you, but if you like the 
program and some guy spent 5 months 
writing it, usually sending him $10-$25 
will get you an expanded version, some 
new documentation and his undying love

and gratitude. But it’s up to you. 

Imagine programs that let you track 
your stocks, generate forms, play soli- 
taire, golf or sail, make your computer 
into a piano (wow!), diagnose the speed 
and accuracy of your computer, and more.

No, you don't have to be fat. And no, 
you don't have to be a marathon runner. 
However, if you are, you're going to mar- 
vel at the feedback you'll get from this 
new electronic Body Monitor.

This astoundingly distinct yet power- 
ful bass adds such a full bodied warm 
feeling to your music, you'll feel as if 
you ve been lovingly wrapped in a warm 
soft blanket on a cold winter's night.

With the Pink Noise 
Generator, Calibrated Electret Condenser 
Mike and the 220 Element Spectrum An- 
alyzer, you can instantly measure each 
and every improvement you make. 

-= Plus, there's more. A subsonic filter 
effectively adds the equivalent of many 
watts onto the power of your amplifier. 

Plus, with its provision for two sepa- 
rate tape decks including two way dub- 
bing, you'll have much more than just 
greatly improved sound. 

You can count on great sound from 
this top of the line Equalizer/Analyzer. It 
has a frequency response from 5hz to 
100,000hz +1db. And, it has an incred- 
ible 100db signal to noise ratio.

FIRST THE EQUALIZER 
YOUR STEREO’S HIDDEN SOUNDS 
Your stereo can sound incredibly bet- 


ter. Just a 5db roll-off at the high end, up 
around 14,000hz to 16,000hz, can just 
decimate the harmonics that give you 
the open feeling you'd experience at a 
live concert. A similar roll-off at 6Ohz, 
causes the fundamental bass notes to 
just fade away into the ‘murk’. 

An equalizer isn't some magical device 
that manufactures sounds that don't ex- 
ist. Most of the frequencies that will 
make your music really vibrant, are actual- 
ly already recorded in your music. 

You'll be able to prove this with a few 
simple tests we'll try when we discuss 
the Spectrum Analyzer. 

You see, certain frequencies are sim- 
ply not reproduced with as much volume 
as are the mid-range frequencies which 
stretch from about 800hz to 2,000hz. 


An equalizer simply lets you establish. 


accurate control of all frequencies to fit 

your equipment, your recordings, your 

taste, and your listening environment. 
TOTAL MUSICAL CONTROL 

And, what a job it can do. It’s totally 
unlike bass and treble controls which 
simply boost everything from the mid- 
range down for bass, or everything up 
for treble. You can boost the low-bass at 
31.5hz, 63hz and/or 125hz to animate 
specific areas or instruments. 

And, when you boost the part of the 
bass you like, you don’t disturb the mid- 
range frequencies and make your favorite 
singer sound like he has a sore throat. 

The high frequencies really deter- 
mine the clarity and brilliance of your 
music. The problem is that highs are 
very directional. Wherever you move in 
your listening room, you'll find a big dif- 
ference in high end response, as you'll 
see when we test the Analyzer.

Look at this. You can dub tapes from 
deck 1 to deck 2, or from deck 2 to deck 
1 with or without equalization. 

THE SUBSONIC FILTER 

Much of the power drawn from your 
amplifer is used to drive your woofers. 
When you drive the amplifier too hard, it 
clips and you end up with distortion. 

A subsonic filter removes a lot of non- 
musical material you can't hear that exists 
below 2Ohz. So, it relieves your amplifier 
of a lot of work. It doesn’t actually create 
more watts (Please, no letters from my 
‘technical’ friends) for your amplifier. 

But, it's like turning off the air con- 
ditioning in your car. It saves you using 
about 7hp of what you have. And there- 
fore, you'll have more watts for clean 
powerful sounding music. 

THE SPECTRUM ANALYZER 

Now you can scientifically analyze 
your stereo listening room and test your 
equipment by using BSR’s Real Time 
Frequency Spectrum Analyzer. 

Plus, you'll see your music not as a 
single level on a VU meter, but as a 
kaleidoscopic parade of 10 individual 
20 element VU meters. 

Each is tuned to a specific octave of 
the sound spectrum. An eleventh 20 ele- 
ment meter averages all levels. 

The effect is awesome. You can visual- 
ly isolate a string bass or cymbal, and 
actually see each individual instrument 
almost as a wave moving across the 220 
individual florescent elements. 

THE MOUTH AND EARS

At the end of an 18 foot cord is the ear of the system. 


Just clip the mike wherever you sit and test your room. 


Turn on the Pink Noise. You can switch 
to Left Channel, Right Channel or both. 
There’s a meter range button, a sen- 
sitivity control, and even a switch that 
lets you freeze the meter. 

Just sit down at the equalizer. Start 
with one channel. You'll see all 10 octave 
bands on the meter. Just slide the cor- 
responding controls to increase or de- 
crease any area that needs help. 

You have now set up your system to 
its maximum capability. But as you'll 
see, locationis very important. Move the 
microphone 5 feet to the left or right. 

Then turn on the Pink Noise and check 
the Spectrum Analyzer. Now you can 
see why the specifications that come 
with your system are only a starting point. 


Here's a way to test your tape deck 


and tape. First record Pink Noise for 3 
minutes at -20VU. Then play it back and 
note the readings on the meters. 

Now, record the Pink Noise again at 
OVU or +3. Wait till you see how much 
the high end falls off. Now you'll see why 
all specifications are listed at -20VU.

It's no secret. You can see that it’s a 
double deck for dubbing. You can also 
see that it features auto reverse for non- 
stop entertainment. 

And, you can even see that it has high 
speed dubbing for expanding your tape 
collection or making tapes for your car 
or personal stereo. 

But, what you can't easily see is what 
you re going to get when you add up all 
these sophisticated innovations and then 
throw in some surprising extras. 

STRANGE EGG 

And speaking of strange extras, what 
would you think of being able to listen to 
two tapes at the same time. It’s great for 
mixing vocals, but it’s a feature that I've 
never seen before. 

But, let's look at some everyday useful 
features that make this deck totally uni- 
que and superbly useful. Of course, it has 
a frequency response to 17,000Ohz, so 
whatever you do will really sound great. 

First, let’s just listen to a tape. Just 
put the tape in deck ‘1’ and activate the 
‘soft touch’ play button. Well, that’s really 
too simple. Let’s listen to song 3 on side 
two of the tape. 

This deck features forward and reverse 
APSS. Just touch forward APSS and the 
deck will locate the beginning of the 
next song on the tape and start playing. 

If you'd like to skip the rest of the song 
or continue skipping songs, just press 
forward APSS. If you're listening to a 
song you'd like to hear again, just touch 
reverse APSS. The deck will locate the 
beginning of your song. 

Since APSS locates the beginning of 
each song on your tape, this feature will 
make it really easy to choose the exact 
order in which you want to copy songs. 
APSS even allows you to have the deck 
pause at your song. 7 

If you noticed above that | said song 3 
on side 2 of the tape, it must be clear that 
this is an auto reverse deck and that 
APSS will search both sides of the tape. 

When you're playing a tape, the deck 
will reverse automatically at the end of a 
cassette, or at any time you touch the 
“Tape Direction Button’.

Guard Falcon Pius 


Now you'll never come up empty-handed again when you trudge to your mailbox. Now youll never wonder if anyone's 
entered your office or store. But why did it take 2 years of frustration for this bird of prey to screech?

| was frustrated. Then | got excited. 
And finally, | got mad. Read on. 

First, | want to tell you about a pet 
peeve of mine. | get lots of mail, both at 
home and at the office. 

Letters, catalogs, bills (groan), | enjoy 
reading them all (except the bills). But, 
bills aren't my pet peeve. 

My complaint is that the mail always 
comes at different times, usually some- 
where between noon and one. An hour 
may not be bad. But Saturdays are worse. 

The result? When my 
wife or | are waiting 
for a letter or contract, 
one of us ends up head- 
ing to the mailbox two 
or three times a day. 
It’s annoying at the of- 
fice. And, it’s annoy- 
ing at home. 

That's why, a couple 
of months ago, | was 
thrilled when some- 
one brought out a mail- 
box minder. Oh boy, | 
thought, no more fruit- 
aa less treks for me. 

You see, I'd designed my own Mailbox 
Guard Falcon about 2 years ago. And, I'd 
been trying to get Maxon or DesignTech 
to build it. But, they've been too busy. 

But back to the unit I'd found. It looked 
easy to use. There were just two pieces, 
a sensor anda receiver. A pair of screws 
mounted the sensor in your mailbox. 

The receiver just plugged into an AC 
outlet anywhere in your home. | decided 
to put the receiver in my kitchen. 

When the mailman opened the mail- 
box, the receiver in the kitchen was sup- 
posed to tweet like a crazed canary. 

DEVASTATED DREW 

Here’s the bad news. | tried the mail- 
box minder and discovered the sensor 
transmitted at 49Mhz. ! 

Well, 49Mhz is used for lots of other 
home communications devices like wire- 
less microphones, DAK’s Think Speaks 
and cordless phones. So, you can end up 
with interference and false signals. 

The really bad news was that it didn’t 
have an automatic shut-off. If the mailman 
or a neighbor's kid accidentally leaves 
your mailbox open (as my mailman has 
done), the 9V battery will be history. 

But the final nail in the coffin was that 
it didn't appear to be FCC approved at 
the time. Maybe it is now. But, if it’s not 
FCC approved, it’s not in my catalog. Ever! 

So, | was really mad. Not only couldn't 
| get ‘my’ mailbox Falcon built, | couldn't 
offer one already on the market. 

A WHITE KNIGHT ARRIVES 

Fortunately, my story has a happy end- 
ing. Skip, over at Design Tech finally 
agreed to build a mailbox alarm to my 
specifications, and much more. 

He thought I'd sell it for $100. You 
should have seen his face when | told 
him I'd place a huge order if he'd drop 
his price so they could sell for $49”. 

THE FALCON TAKES FLIGHT 

Here’s how it works. Place its com- 

bination 303Mhz transmitter/sensor in 


your mailbox. Simply screw it on or use 
the included double-stick tape. 

its weather-resistant case shakes off 
everything from freezing snow to pour- 
ing rain. Plus, the 303Mhz burglar alarm 
type transmission frequency shakes off 
most interference or false signals. 

Plug the receiver with its two LEDs 
(Why 2 LEDs? Read on.) into any AC 
outlet in your home, office or store. It 
has a range of up to 300 feet. 

Now comes the good part. It has a 
super sensitive mercury motion detec- 
tor inside its transmitter/sensor. 

The moment your mailbox is opened, 
it sends a signal to the receiver in your 
home. Presto! The Guard Falcon’s receiv- 
er sounds an electronic warble and one 
of its LEDs goes on.
